NEW CITY^CHARTERT 


A BILL 


To eoniolldnta and amend the Act to Incor- 
]K>ratc the City of Milwaukee, and Uie lev 
eral act* amendatory thereof. 


CHAPTER I. 


City ami Ward Boundaries. 


The People of the State i>f Witcuntin, rtprt 
tented in Senate and Aisemlily, do enae 
as follows: 
SECTION 1. All the district of country in th 


county of Milwaukee, contained within tin 
limits and boundaries hereinafter described 
thall bo a city, by tlio nnmo of "Milwaukca,1 
nnd the pcnplu now inhabiting, and those win 
•ball hereafter inhabit within the district o 
country herein described, shall bo n muniolpn 
corporation, by the namo of tho "City of Mil 
wnukce," and slmll IIIITC tlio general powers 
possessed by municipal corporations nt coranioi 
law; and in addition thoroto, shall possets tlio 
powers hereinafter specifically granted; and tlio 
authorities thereof shall have perpetual succes 
cion, thall bo capable of contracting and being 
contracted with, of suing nnd being mod, plea- 
ding and being linpluadcd, in all courts of law 
nnd equity; and ahall havu a common seal, au( 
rany cliango and niter tho same at pleasure. 


SKC. 2. Tho territory included within tliofol 


lowing boundaries and limits, shall constitute 
tho City of Milwaukee, to wit: Beginning on 
tho shore of Lnko Michigan, where it la inter- 
sected by tho section line dirlding sections fif- 
teen and twenty-two of townibip seven, north 
of range twenty-two east; running thence wcsi 
along said lino, to tlio soutlionst corner of the 
iiouthwcst quarter of said motion fifteen; thence 
north along tho quarter section lino, to tho 
northeast corner of tho southeast quarter 01 
the southwest quarter of snid ecctlon fifteen 
thunco west to tho northwest corner of snla 
(juartur quarter icctlon; thcnco south to the 
nouthwvst corner of said quarter quarter see 
tion; thcnco west along said lino, dividing sec 
tlons fifteen and twenty-two, to tho west line 
of said township seven; thence south along suit! 
lino, to tho south line of said township; thcnco 
cast along said lino to tho lake shore, in the 
southerly part of Milwaukee lluv; thcnco from 
a point therein, in ranga with tho south side of 
tho south plor of tho government harbor, thn 
lino shall diverge and run southeasterly in a 
direct lino to and along the south side of said 
pier, to the further extremity thereof, and five 
hundred feet beyond, and from thence due cost 
to tho eastern boundary of tho State in Lnko 
Michigan; thence nortli to a point opposite tho 
plnco or point of beginning; thcnco went to the 
place or point of beginning. 


8r.c. 3. The en id city nhnll bo divided into 


five wards, ns follows: All that part of said dls 
trlct which lies oast of tho middle of tho Mil- 
waukee river and north of tlm middle of Wis- 
consin street, nlmll be tho first Ward; nil that 
part of tho said district which lies west of the 
middle of the Milwaukee river, and north of 
tho middle of Cedar street, and its extension to 
the west lino of tlio city, shall bo tho Second 
Ward; all that part of tlio snid district which 
lies cast of the middle of tho said river, and 
fiouth of tho middle of Wisconsin street, ahull 
lo the Third Ward; and nil that part of tho 
said district which lien west of tho middle of 
Cedar street, and within sections numbered 
manly-nine and thirty, shall bo tho Fourth 
Ward; and tho residue of said city thall bo the 
Fifth Ward. 


CHAPTER II. 
Eltc.tiom 


Stc. 1. The annual election for Ward anil 


City Officers shall bo held on the first Tuesday 
nf March, of each year, at such place iu each 
Ward, as tho Common Council shall designate, 
nnd tho Polls nlmll be kept open from iiTnoo'- 
clock in tho forenoon till tivo o'clock in tho nf- 
ternuou.nnd ten days previous notice Hhall bo 
given by the Common Council of the time and 
place of holding such elections, nud of tho city 
nnd ward officers to bo elected.. 


SEC. 2. Tho Elective Officers of said city 


shall bo a.Mayor. Treasurer, Marshal, Attor- 
ney, nnd Police Justice, for tho city, and three 
Aldermen, one Assessor, one Constable, and 
one Justice of tho Pence for each ward. All 
other officers necessary for the proper manage- 
ment of tho nlftiim of said city, shall bo appoint- 
ed by the Common Council. All elective olfl- 
cors, except Justices of tho Peace, shall, unless 
otherwise provided, hold their respective oflkca 
for one year, and until their successors nro el- 
ected nnd qualified; Provided, however, the 
common council shall iinvo power, for due 
cause, to expel any of their own number, nnd 
lo remove from ofllcoany officer or agent under 
tho city government, due notice being tlrst giv- 
en to tho ofllcor complained of. Justices ot'tho 
Peace shall hold their respective offices for two 
years, nnd until their successors are elected 
nnd qualified. 
Sec. 8. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in 


tho ofilco of Mayor or Aldurmon, such vacancy 
eh nil bo filled by n new election, which shall be 
ordered and hold within ten days after such va- 
cancy shall occur. Any vacancy happening In 
nny other office, shall bo tilled by tho Common 
Council. Tho person elected or appointed to 
fill a vacancy, snail hold his ofilco and discharge 
the duties thereof for tho unexpircd term, and 
with the same rights, and subject to tho same 
liabilities, as tho person whoso office bo may be 
elected or appointed to fill. 
Sec. 4. All elections by the people shall bo 


by ballot, nnd n plurality of votes shall consti- 
tute nn election. When two or more candidates 
for nn elective office shall receive an equal 
number of votes for tho snmo ofilco, the elec- 
tion shall bo determined by tho casting of lots 
in tlio presence of tho common council, at such 
tlmo and in such manner ns they shnll direct, 


SBC. G. All persons entitled to vote for coun- 


ty or state officers, nnd who shnll havo resided 
within the city for ono year preceding tho elec- 
tion, and for ton days within ' tho ward where 
they offer to •vote, shall be entitled to vote for 
nny officer to be elected under this law, and to 
hold any office hereby created. 


SKC. 0. Tho election in said city shall be held 


and conducted by tho aldermen of each ward 
who shall be tho inspectors of elections, and 
•hall take tho usual oaths or nffirmutlons as 
prescribed by the general election, laws of this 
state to be tnken by the judges and inspectors 
of election, and shnll have the power to appoint 
clerk* of such < elections,'nnd to administer tho 
necessary oaths. Bald elections • ahull be hold 
and conducted in the samo < manner and under 
tho same penalties, and vacancies In tho board 
of inspectors thereof, filled as required by the 
laws of this stixto regarding elections. • - •• •. 


SEC. 7. If either of the Inspectors shall sus- 


ptet that nny perion offering a vot* dots not 
possess the qualifications of an elector,' or if 
such rote be challenged by an elector, the in- 
spector, before receiving' the vote- of any such 
person, shall require him'to ttka tho following 
oath. "You do solemnly swear(or affirm, as'the 
ewe may be,) that you are twenty-one years of 
•ge, that'you are * citizen of the United States 
(or hare declared your'Intention to become a 
cltlien, conformably to the laws of th« United 
States on tbe subject of'naturalisation) that 
you have resided within this city one year, and 
within this ward ten days next preceding this 
•lection, and that yon have not voted at this el- 
cctioo; and that you have wade no txt or wag- 
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cr depending on the result of this election; 
and if tho person odbrlng to vote shall Ink 
such oath, his vote shall bo received. 
And I 


such person shall tako such oath falsely, h 
slmll bo deonwd guilty of willful nnd corrup 
perjury, and upon conviction thereof upon in 
dictment, shnll suffer the punishment provide 
by law for persons guilty of perjury. 
If nn 


person who is not a qualified voter, shall vot 
at nny election, or if any person duly quallfic 
shall vote in nny other ward than tho one in 
which lie resides, or ahall vote more than one 
at nny one election, ho shnll bo liable to an in 
diotmont, nud on conviction thereof, ahall far 
felt nnd pay n sum not exceeding one hundre 
dollar!", or less than twenty-five dollars. I 
shall be the duty of tho inspectors to keep 
list of tho names of all persona whose vote 
mny be challenged ns aforesaid, nnd who shnl 
swear in their votes, and if any inspector shal 
knowingly nud corruptly receive the vote o 
any person not duly authorized to vote, orshnl 
make out falio returns of an election, or an 
clerk shall not write down the namo of ever 
voter as he votes; or shnll willfully make untru 
and incorrect count and tallies of votes, end 
nnd evury such inspector and clerk shall b 
liable to indictment, nnd on conviction thereof 
shall severally forfeit nnd pay a sura not ex 
ceedlng five hundred dollnrs, nud not less than 
one hundred dollars. 
All such indictment 


shall bo tried in the circuit court of tho count' 
of Milwaukee. 


Sec. 8. When nn election shall bo closed 


and the number of votes for each candidate or 
person voted for shall be counted nnd ascertain 
cd, tho said inspectors shall make return there 
of, stating therein the number of votes for cacl 
person, for cnch and uvory office, nnd slmll do 
liver, or cuuio to be delivered, such returns t< 
the clerk of tho common council, who shnl 
forthwith give notice to cnch of tho Aldermen 
elected, of their respective elections. Within 
one week after any election, tho common coun 
cil shall meet and canvass said returns, and do 
claro tho result ns it appears Irom the samo. 


SEC. 
0. Special elections to fill vacancies, or 


for any other purpose, shnll bo held nnd con 
ducted by tho aldermen of cnch ward, in the 
snmo manner, nnd tho returns thereof slmll be 
made in the samo form nnd manner ns genera 
or annual elections, nnd within such time as 
may bo prescribed by ordinnnce. 


Any officer removing from tlio city, or nny 


ward officer removing from the ward for which 
ho was elected, or any officer who slmll ncglcci 
or refuse for ten days after notice of his elec- 
tion or appointment, to enter upon the dis- 
charge of the duties of his office, shall bo deem- 
ed to Imve vacated his office, nnd the common 
council shall proceed to fill such vacancy, as 
liorcln prescribed. 


SEC. 
11. There shall bo elected nt the first 


election under this net, ono alderman for cnch 
ward, who shnll hold his office for two years, 
nnd two aldermen, who shall hold their offices 
for one year. 


SEC. 
12. At every annual election thereaf- 


ter, there Hhall be elected one alderman for 
each wnrd, who shall hold his ofilco far two 
years, and otio who shall hold his office for one 
year. 


Sea. 13. Tho votes for the alderman who 


shnll hold his office for two years, shall be de 
losltcd in n separate ballot box ; and the votes 
or aldermen holding their office for ono year, 
and nil other elective officers, shall bo on ono 
jullot, and deposited in n supurnto ballot-box. 


Sou. !•!• There shall be written or printed, 


or partly written or.printed, at the head of the 
voto for tho alderman for two years,.the words, 
"Alderman fur two years ; nnd nt tho head of 
the voto for Aldermen for ono year, "Aldermen 
for ono year." 


Sec. 1C. Tho Aldermen in each ward elected 


for two years, slmll bo in tho order of their 
election, members of the county bonrd of su- 
pervisors, with all tho rights, duties nnd lia- 
bilities of the chairman of tho board of super- 
visors of the several towns. 


Sec. 10. l)y consent of n majority of tho Al- 


dermen of nny wnrd,the alderman for two.ycars 
nay substitute cither of tho other aldermen in 
ils plnco in snid bonrd cf supervisors; for such 
time ns may be named by him in writing. 
" Sec. 17. The common council may, in addi- 
tion, elect two persons to bo members of said 
joard of supervisors for the county of Milwau- 
<eo, to hold their offices for one year from the 
tlmo of their election, with the same rights, 
luties and liabilities ns other member* of said 
joard. 


Sec. 18. All tho city nnd ward officers now in 


office, shall hold their respective offices until 
their successors khnll bo elected or appointed 
under this act; nnd the term of every officer 
elected nnder this law, shall commence on the 
second Tuesday of March of the year for which 
10 waa elected ; nnd shall, unless heroin other- 
wise provided, continue for ono year, and until 
ills successor is elected and qualified. 
See. 10. All duties herein required of tho 


common council nnd aldermen in regnrd .to 
elections, shnll be performed, so far as may be 
icccssary, by tho present common council and 
aldermen in regard to the first election, nnd the 
irganization of tho city government under this 
"uw. 


See. 20. Should there be a failure by tho 


seoplo to elect any officers herein required to 
)o elected on tho day designated, tho common 
council may order a now election' to be hold, 
en days' notlco of the time and place of hold-' 
'ing the election being first given. . 


CHAPTER III. 


Officers'-Their 
Powers and Duties. 


Sec. '1. Every person elected or appointed to 


nny office under this act, shrill, before ho enters 
ipou tho duties of his office, take and subscribe 
an oath of office, nnd file tho same, duly certl- 
led by tho officer .taking the same, with the 
Clerk of the city; and the treasurer, clerk, 
marshal, constables, and such other 'officers ns 
lie common council tuny direct, shall severally, 
lofore they enter upon the duties of their res- 
icctlvo offices, execute to the city of Milwau- 
tee, a bond, with at least two'sureties, who 
shnll swear they are each worth tho'penalty 
specified in said bond, over and nbovo nil debts, 
exemptions or liabilities,'and said bonds shall 
contain sucli penrit sum, and such conditions ns 
he common''Council1 may deem proper: and 
hey may from time to time require new or ad- 
ditional bonds, nnd remove from office any.'oftV 
cer refusing or neglecting to give the same.- 
;•••• 


Seo. 2. The mayor shall, when present, pre- 


side over,the meetings of tho common.council, 
and take'care that the laws of the state and 
he ordinances of the city nro: duly -observed 
and enforced; and that'all other;executive offi- 
cers of tho city 'discharge'their respective du- 
lea; ho shall from time to time, give the com- 
mon council such information, and recommend' 
such-measures as he nay'deem advantageous to 
he city. : Tho mayor shall be the chief •xwn- 
ive officer and bcad'of the police • of 'the city; 
and in case of n riot, ~ or other 'disturbance, he 
nay 'appoint as nany special or! temporary 
constables as'he tnsy de«tn n»o«s*ary. • Tbe 
mayor shall have a rot* only in cast of s> tie. ^ 
''Seo.18.'1 At;the first meeting of tha.'oonnaon 
council each year, they shall proceed to-eletw 
ly'ballot,'one of thslr number* president; and 
n the absence of tne tsayor, the said president 
shall preside over the nestings of the common 
council; and during the abssncs of the mayor 
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from tho city, or his Inability, for any reason 
to discharge, tbe duties of his office, the sn! 
president shall exercise all tbo powers, and dis 
charge all tho duties of tbe mayor. 
In cas 


tho mayor and president shall be absent at an 
meeting of the common council, they shall pro 
ceed to elect a temporary presiding officer, wh 
for the time being shall discharge all tbe du 
tics of the mayor. The president, or tempera 
ry presiding officer, while presiding over th 
board, or performing the duties of mayor sbal 
be styled acting mayor, and any acts performe 
by them shall have the same force nnd valldlt 
as If performed by the mayor. 


Seo. 4. The clerk shall be elected by bnllo 


by tho common council; ho shall keep tho cor 
porato seal, and all papers and records of th 
city j and keep a record of the proceedings o 
tho common council, at whoso meetings it sbal 
be his duty to attend; and copies of all paper 
filed in his office, and transcripts from the re 
cords of tbo common council, certified by him 
under tho corporate seal, slmll be evidence in 
all courts, in like wanner as if tho original 
were produced j ho shnll draw and countorsigt 
all nrdcra on tho treasury, in pursuance of nnj 
order or resolution of tho common council, am 
keep a full and accurate account thereof, in 
books provided for that purpose. 


Sec. 6. Tho attorney shall perform nil pro 


fensioiml services incident to the officn, and 
when required, slmll furnish written opinion 
upon any subject submitted to him by the coin 
mon council, ur its committees. 


Sec. 0. The trcanurer shall receive all mon 


oys belonging to the city, nnd keep nn accurat 
and detailed account thereof, in such manne 
113 the common council shall from time to timi 
direct. Tho treasurer shall exhibit to the com 
mon council, at lout fifteen days before the an 
nu»l election, or sooner if required by them, a 
full and detailed account of all receipts and ox 
pcnditurcx after the data of tho last annual re 
port, and also, of the stato of tho treasury— 
which account shall bo filed with the clerk. 


Sec. 7. Tho marshal shall perform such du 


ties as shall bo prescribed by the common coun 
cil for the preservation of the public peace, and 
tho collection of license monuys and fines; hi 
shall possess the powers of constable nt com 
mon law, or by the laws of this state, and re 
cuivo like foes, but shall not servo civil process 
except where tho city is n party. 


Sec. 8. Tho common couucll shall have power 


from timo to timo, to require other and further 
duties to bo performed by any officer whoso du 
ties nro herein prescribed ; and to appoint sucl 
other officers us may bo necessary to carry in 
to effect tho provisions of this act, nnd to pro 
scribe their duties, and to fix tho compensation 
of nil officers elected or appointed by thorn 
such compensation shnll be fixed by resolution 
at tho time tho office is created, or at the com- 
mencement of the year, and slmll not be increa- 
sed or diminished during tho term such officer 
shnll remain in office. 


Sec. 0. The common council, at their first 


meeting in each year, or us soon thereafter ns 
nny bo, shall designate not more than.two dai- 
y newspapers printed in said city, ono in Eng- 
Ish and one in German, In which shall bo pub- 
ish all ordinances nnd other proceedings and 
matters required by this act, or by the by-laws 
or ordinances of tlio common council, to bo 
mblishcd in n public newspapers. 


See. 10. The city printer or-printers, imme 


(lately after the publication of any notice, or. 
linnnco or resolution, which by this not is re- 
quired to bo published, shall file with tho clerk 
jf the city, a copy of such publication, with 
ils, or their affidavit, or the affidavit of his or 
hrir foremen, of tbe length of time tho same 
was so published, nnd such affidavit shall .be 
oncluslvo evidence of the publication of such 
notice, ordinance or resolution. 


Sea. 11. If nny person having been an officer 


n snid city, shall not within ten days after no- 
Ificatlon and request, deliver to his successor 
n office all property, books, pnpcrs,and effects 
if every description, in his. possession, belong- 
ng to eaid city, or appertaining to the office ho 
may have hold, he shall forfeit and pay for tho 
iso of the city, ono hundred dollars, besides nil 
iamagcs caused by his neglect or refusal so to 
cliver; and such successor may recover the 
osscsaion of such hooks, papers, and effects, In 
ho manner prescribed by the laws of this 
tato.

Sec. 12. No nlderman shall bo a party to, or 


ntcrcsted in any job or contract with the city 
r any of tbo wards; and any contract in which 
ny alderman may bo so • interested, shall bo 


null nnd void; and in case any money shall 
inve been paid on any such contract, the com 
mon council may sue for and recover the amount 
a paid, from tho parties to such'contract, and 
he alderman Interested in the samo. 
Sec. 18.' Tho mayoror noting mayor, sheriff 
r deputy sheriff nf Milwaukee county, arid 
ach and every alderman, justice of the peace, 
marshal, constable, and- watchman, shall -be 
ulcers of tho peace, and may command tbo 
leaco, and suppress in a summary manner all 
iating nnd disorderly behavior .within the 
Imlts of tho city; and for such purpose may 
ominnnj the assistance of all bystanders, and 
f need be, of all citizens and military companies, 
ind if any person, bystander, military officer, 
ir private, shall refuse to aid in maintaining 
he peace when so required, every such person 
hall forfeit and pay it fine of fifty dollars; and 
n case where the civil.power raay.be required 
o suppress riotous or disorderly behavior, the 
upcrlor or senior officer .present, in the order, 
mentioned in this section, shall direct the pro- 
cedings. ,

Bee. 14.. Tho police justice shall .possess all 
be authority, powers and rights of a justice of 
bo peace, except that ho shall in no case enter- 
ain any civil proceeding, to which the city, is 
iota party,.and shall have sole and. exclusive 
urlsdiotion to hear all complaints and .conduct 
11 oxnminations'and; trials in, criminal cases 
ithin the city; .but warrants returnable before 
bo police juitice, mny -be; issued in criminal 
ascs by any'other justice in; tbe'city, but no 
eo shall be received therefor, by such justice: 
.The police justice shall bate exclusive juris- 
iction in all cases in which the city is a party, 
nd he shall hate the samo power and author-, 
y, in cases of contempt, as a court of record:
